HOLIDAY DEATH 
TOLL NEAR 300 


49 Lose Lives In State With 
28 Killed In Automobile 
Crashes On State Roads 


SAN FRANCISCO, (Wi—The toll of 
violent deaths during California’s two- 
day celebration of the Fourth of July 
stood at 49 today. 

As record-breaking crowds jammed 
highways in every section of the state, 
traffic accidents accounted for the 
larger number of lives lost. 

A breakdown in the fatality tabu- 
lations showed: twenty-eight killed in 
auto accidents; three killed in motor- 
cycle crashes; seven committed sui- 
cide: five were drowned; two were 
burned to death: two men were killed 
in holiday fights: one man was slain; 
one man died of accidental poisoning. 

Fighteen of the traffic deaths occur- 
red in southern California, while the 
others were scattered along the far- 
reaching highways of the state.

At least 497 persons died violently 


throughout the nation during the three 
day Fourth of July week-end holiday, 
a survey showed today. 

It was one of the most costly Inde- 


| pendence Day celebrations since 1931. 


Since that year fatalities had exceed- 
ed 400 only once—in 1937—when Fourth 
of July deaths reached an all-time 
high of 560. 

The steadily mounting list gave every 
indication it would equal, if not sur- 
pass, that of last year despite an in- 
tensive campaign which 28 organiza- 
tions, with a membership of 46,000,000, 
had carried on in every state. 

Automobiles as usual topped the cas- 
ualty list with a total of 246. One hun- 
dred and twenty-two persons drowned. 
The remainder died in shootings, from 
falls. and freak accidents. There were 
only three fireworks fatalities, two in 
Virginia and one in Pennsylvania. 

California and Tlinois headed the 
state-by-state list of casualties with a 
total of 49 each. New York had 42, and 
Pennsylvania 37.
